Last month I was 
taking Spanish lessons at 
P.L.F.M School in Antigua

(We won every match.) It is important to 
form a relationship with the students and 
gain their confidence so that we can teach 
them. Later on, I finally got to see my 
new home and get settled in Corquin for 
the first time since I arrived in Honduras. 

The work in the city of Corquin has been 
growing, during the past 2 weeks we had 
5 people commit their lives to God and 
were baptized.
